ROSE FBR BRAVE OF LEFT LEB 


Lenox Mass. .Aug 20— In pursuance 
of a custom that has come to lie almost 
a solemn rite. Major George Tate. U. 
S. A. retired, 
has left here to make 
his annual visit to the grave of his 
left leg, which, shot oft in action, is 
buried on the haft Ie 
field at G ettys­ 
burg. 
Major Tate., who is now an Intern 
al Revenue officer attached to the New 
York district, served through the war 
with signal honor and distinction un­ 
til his leg was shat oft at Gettysburg. 
When told that he 
must love the 
member, after the battle, he made ar­ 
rangements to have it buried on the 
battlefield. 
A stone, 
snbnequenttly 
erected, now marks the grave of the 
gallant Major** leg. 
Since then not a year ha* passed 
that Major Tate, no m atter how pres* 
ing his duties, has not gone to G et­ 
tysburg to lay a ted rose on the grave 
of a his lost member. 


CHAS. ZEPNANIAH TAWNEY 


A veteran answering the final call 
to mortal 
man. 
fessed 
peacefully 
from the shadows of this life, into the 
realms beyond the “ Great Divide” , 
on Sunday morning at fifteen m inutes 
after seven 
Als»ut four weeks ago Mr. Tawney 
was taken w ith a paralytic stroke, 
from which he never recovered. 
He 
lost control of the 
left side of his 
Irndy and fell into a decline, which 
gradually resulted in total paralysis. 
Mr. Tawney was a veteran of the 
Civil War.

15, via Hammerfest, Aug. f t.—Walt**t 
Wellman's second attem pt to sail over 
the North Pole in a balloon felled. The 
giant dirigible 
balloon America 
in 
which Mr. Wellman and his party of 
three set out upon 
their 
perilous 
flight met with a mishap after it had 
proceeded about thirty-two miles from 
the starting point Mr. Wellman an I 
his party succeeded In making a land 
log without injury to any member and 
returned to this point on board the 
steam er Pram. which also towed in the 
disabled balloon. 
After a long preparation and wait­ 
ing for favorable weather, the oppor­ 
tunity came on Aug. 15 and Mr. Well 
man decided to make tha start. It was 
Id o'clock in the morning when th * 
great airship was brought out of it< 
shed and the daring explorers took 
their places ia the car. When the sn 
chort were cast loose the airship as­ 
cended beautifully, the engine# were 
set in motion and everything ee«me I 
to work to perfection. The big air 
craft was manoeuvered for some tim* 
and answered the helm perfectly Th* n 
its head was turned to the northward 
and it set out at a speed of twenty- 
five miles an hour. 
Suddenly, after having covered some 
thirty-two miles, and when everything 
seemed to be going splendidly, 
th* 
leather guide rope. to which wa* a 
tacbed a thousand pounds of provis­ 
ions and stores, broke away. 


Carried te Terrific Height. 
Released from this great weight th* 
airship shot upwards at a terrific pare 
until it wa* at a great height above 
the 
clouds. 
The 
pilots turned b t 
about and set out 
to flght tbeir wa 
southward against a strong wind Th** 
airship proceeded slowly southward to 
the edge of the pack ice, where the 
steam er Pram 
was anchored 
After 
much difficulty a tow rope was gotten 
aboard the Pram, which started imme­ 
diately to tow the airship to Spitz 
bergen. The strain was no great, how 
ever. that Mr. Wellman finally d e c id e ! 
to bring the airship down to the sur­ 
face of the water. This was effe< fed 
without mishap and the car rested on 
the surfac-e of the water until all the 
members of the crew. the doge and the 
scientific instrum ents could he trans­ 
ferred alioard the Pram. A fresh start 
wa* then made and ths America wa- 
towed hack to the landing stage an i 
within a short distance of where the 
start was made. 


Blows Away and Bursts. 
But the ill luck of the e xpedition 
was uot yet at an end. Just as the air 
ship had 
reached the landing stag * 
and everything looked favorable tor 
its rescue without serious damage a 
sudden gust of wind caught the bi*: 
inflated hag broadside on and snatched 
it away from IU tow lines. It was car­ 
ried careening over rough ice hum­ 
m o c k s for a distance and then it ex 
plod cd. All the scattered parts of the 
airship were subsequently recovered.

horses and are in no way obnoxious to , 
any of these animals. 
Du the other 
hand, a few of them in a flock of sheep 
are a 
protection against dogs and 
wolves. 
They do well in practically , 
any section of the corn belt aud seem 
to be able to stand extreme heat as 
well a* extreme cold. 
They are also 
less expensive to keep than sheep* 
In commenting on the Angora goat 
in his book on "Types aud Breeds 
of Farm Animals" Professor Pin mb 
states that they range in weight from 
OO to PJO pounds, although some are 
found that weigh considerably more, 
especially if fat. 
Their value as mut­ 
ton producers is not regarded commer­ 
cially as very inq»ortant. The flesh of 
the fat young Angora make*# excellent 
mutton. 
However, as a rule, nothing 
but mature stock finds its way to the 
market, as even the wethers are com­ 
monly shorn for several years before 
being fattened. 
The browsing of the 
Angora gives to the meat a gamey 
flavor, 
regarding the excellence of 
which there is a difference of opiniOD. 
The fleece of the Angora goat is com­ 
monly known as mohair and is some­ 
what roam er than fine wool, but i* 
longer and stronger. Au average fleece 
weighs about three pounds, though it 
may yield as heavy as sheep under 
the most favorable conditions. 
The 
mohair lies over a short coat of hair 
known as tem p, which is hard and 
white and is very objectionable fiber. 
its presence in American flocks is due 
to the influence of common goat blood 
on which the Angora has been crossed 
in the past. 
In selecting sires, there­ 
fore. th*>*e with a great amount of 
hemp should It© avoided. 
Like wool, 
mohair differs considerably in quality 
and 
consequently 
sells 
at 
varying 
prices.

Horses In Hot Weather. 
Few horses would die of sunstroke 
lf their ow ners would use a little judg­ 
ment aud care. 
A sunshade for the 
poll or crown of the head will add to 
the horse s comfort immensely if it is 
arranged so that the air will circulate 
beneath it. 
A sponge fastened on the 
poll ta |n ativ ely injurious unless it is 
kept wet aud cool, which is practically 
impossible. 
It is the continuous work 
while exposed to the direct rays of the 
hot sun that leads to heat exhaustion 
and sunstroke; therefore short rests 
should be allowed at frequent inter­ 
vals in a shady place, if possible, and 
a few swallows of cool water should 
be given as often as |w>8Sible. 
Signs of Heat Exhaustion. 
When a horse begins to lag, droops 
his head, pants hard or ceases to per­ 
spire he should be slopped at once, for 
if he is kept going he will surely go 
down, perhaps drop dead. 
As soon as 
the horse shows himself to be suffering 
from heat exhaustion unhitch him aud 
remove the harness. 
Spray him along 
the )*ack with ice cold water and ap­ 
ply it freely to the poll with a hose or 
a sponge. 
I .et him stand out of doors 
in a shady place, aud with such treat­ 
ment a recovery will usually come 
quickly. 
Work the Stallion. 
A well known breeder says: To im­ 
prove the drafter work him. One firm 
has imj>orted 4,000 stallions into th# 
United States from Europe in the past 
ten veers. This is a frightful waste of 
money, but it will continue until Amer­ 
icans work their stallions. 
In Europe 
all stallions are worked, and we have 
to go there for the qualities that labor 
perpetuates. 
We could breed just as 
good draft stallions as the French if 
we would work them as the French­ 
men do. 
We lose the labor of these 
grand, good workers, impair the vital­ 
ity of their progeny and pour a flood 
of money Into Europe as a conse­ 
quence of our wasteful and extrava­ 
gant methods. 
I have owned stallions 
for forty years and have always noted 
that the idle, fat stallions deteriorate 
rapidly, rarely having a stallion son 
•qual to themselves.

Pitteburg, Aug. 23.—One state troop­ 
er, oue deputy sheriff and three for 
eigners were shot and killed in a wild 
riot at the Pressed Steel Car plant in 
Schoenville. where em ployes are now 
on strike. At least a ecore of persons 
were seriously wounded, ten fatally. 
T he rioting followed a day of quiet, 
aud broke out without warning. 
The following partial list of dead 
and injured was m ade up from reports 
received from the morgue, hospitals 
aud several physicians’ offices: 
The dead —John L. W illiams, state 
trooper; H arry Exler. deputy sheriff: 
th ree foreigners. 
Fatally injured — John C. Sm ith. 
state trooper; 
bucellas Jones, state 
t looper; 
seven 
foreigners. 
George 
Kit ch and Jo h n O'Donnell, state troop­ 
ers 
were seriously injured, and one 
woman was shot in the neck. 


Scores Arrested. 


Over a score of persons received 
more or Ieee serious injuries. 
The riot scene was practically inde- 
scilbable. Mounted troopers galloped 
Indiscrim inately through the street* 
v im riot m aces draw n, (rack in g the 
heads of all persons loitering in the 
vicinity of the mill. Deputy sheriffs 
and troopers broke in the doors of 
houses suspected of being th e retreat 
of strikers, and wholesale arrests were 
made. Scones of persons were arrested 
and placed In box < a r jails in the mill 
yards. 
During the early stages of the rios- 
ing women were conspicuous. Some of 
them w ere arm ed, o th ers effectively 
used clubs and stones These women 
all foreigners, insane with rage, w’cre 
m ainly responsible 
for inciting the 
men to extrem e m easures. 
T he mob without w arning m ade a 
concerted attack upon the big sw ing­ 
ing gates of th e etockade. In the mel.*e 
H airy Exler. a deputy 
sheriff, was 
shot and instantly killed by a bullet 
fired by an alleged strike sym pathizer. 
In an effort to a rre st a man picked 
out of the crowd as the one who did 
the shooting. S tate T rooper W illiam* 
was instantly

by a revolver 
bullet.

were also shot. falling into th e arm** 
of th eir com rades.

Rioters Attack Ambulances. 
Ae aa am bulance made its way from 
the car plant to the hospital, carrying 
wounded troopers, th e vehicle wa* at­ 
tacked and the driver forced to fl**e 
for his life.

Sheriff Oum bert. at th e county jail, 
called for fifty men to serve as depu­ 
ties at the strike scene.

tal service, in the issue of the bulletin 
of th at service. He shows the m istake 
of first treatin g the patient and a fte r­ 
wards the parasite. 
For several years Dr. Stile* has de­ 
voted practically all of hie attention 
to investigating the hook-worm dis 
ease 
particularly as affecting 
the 
southern stales, where ^it was found 
to be quite prevalent. He ascertain** I 
thai the disease produced anem ia iii 
those so affected, causing an inability 
to perform any kind of work and re­ 
sulting in many instances in a slow 
death. 
Showing that although the “hook 
worm * disease may occur in persons 
in aay walk of life. Dr. Shiles declares 
that 
it 
la 
particularly 
am ong 
Go- 
poorer classes that it occur* and that 
the average “hook-worm” patient can­ 
not afford to lose several days’ wage-* 
to undergo treatm ent. It is. therefore. 
he sa> s. frequently expedient to con­ 
duct the treatm en t Saturday evening 
and Sunday morning. 
“N o twithstanding that primarily we 
•re to treat the parasite, not the pa 
tient.” sa '* Dr. Stiles 
"it should be

Ca-oparation of tho Orange With tho 
Department of Agriculture. 
The grange in New York state is co­ 
operating with the work of the farm ­ 
ers’ institutes in all ways that it can. 
and we presume this is true in other 
states. 
The commissioner of agricul­ 
ture recently held a conference of 
farm ers’ 
institute conductors, every 
one being members of the grange. 
It 
was decided to bold county confer­ 
ences during the summer and fall 
with representatives of the differed 
agricultural 
organizations 
in 
each 
comity, particularly the grange. 
At 
these conferences it is to be deter­ 
mined where iu each county the farm ­ 
ers’ institutes shall be held aud what 
matters of general interest will be dis 
cussed 
It is not proposed to decide 
upon locations of institutes iu ad­ 
vance of or independently of the con­ 
ferences which w ill be beld in the dif 
ferent counties. 
Persons who wish to 
make such requests should take the 
m atter up with the chief officer of 
some grange or other agricultural or 
ganization within the county and re­ 
quest that he have the claims present 
ed at the conference. 
Appreciating the importance of a 
proper 
cooperation 
between 
the 
grange and the institute, we asked 
Commissioner IC. A. Pearson of the de 
partinent of agriculture of New York 
state to outline his views on the sub­ 
ject. 
hi r« ply lie said: ’T he grange 
can and «!•« - do a great deal in the 
interest « f 
ur institute work. 
They 
can do slid more. 
In the first place, the 
masters will Ik* invited to attend the 
county conferences, and I wish that 
they would eouslder this an important 
engagement aud not let it be broken 
unless absolutely necessary. 
At the 
county conferences the locations of in­ 
stitutes will la* decided upon and to a 
large extent the character of the pro­ 
gram will la* determined. 
Then, too. 
I wish more of the granges would get 
in touch with the institute speakers 
and assist in developing the subjects 
by having good illustrative specimens 
at hand when the speakers arrive. 
Many sin h «|»ecluieua eau be used to 
advantage Iii lectures in the halls. Aud 
why slum hi not any grange follow 
up the institute program at their meet 
ings succeeding the institute, going 
into tile subjects |»erhaps still further 
and reviewing the uew points and 
|K)ints of most importance which were 
brought out at tile institute?

institutes doubtless do 
best 
work when many people feel a |**r 
sons I Interest in ami responsibility for 
them,

sumer about 25 vents. 
Tile high price of strictly fresh eggs 
is counterbalanced by the price at 
which cold storage eau be secured. 
“The industry as a whole,” Professor 
Hastings says, ’’is of great benefit to 
both the egg producer aud the egg 
consumer. 
It 
has tended to level 
prices throughout the year and has re­ 
sulted in a large increase in the fall 
and winter consumption of eggs. This 
means a larger total demand and a 
consequent increase iii price.” 
The poultry shed shown In the illus­ 
tration is a gtMMi type of house for 
hens that “give eggs.” 
It has a cur­ 
tain front which permit* sufficient air 
aud protects the layers. The curtains 
are of a length that prevent scratching 
of the shell. 
A gt*od type of layer is 
shown in the picture of the Plymouth 
Rook hen. although there are other 
breeds. 


Keeping Cream Sweet. 
lf properly cooled cream will keej» 
milch longer than milk, for the reason 
that it contains less milk serum or 
food for the action of bacteria. 
It 
should ta* kept in a pure atmosphere 
so as to prevent it from taking tip fla­ 
vors by abannition. If cream is kept 
in a cellar the walla should lie white­ 
washed several times during the year. 
Lime is a great purifier. Never alloxy 
vegetables to remain in the same room 
in which cream is kept. During the 
daytime the cellar should be kept 
closed, but at night there should lie 
thorough ventilation. 


The Swiss Chard. 
Swiss chard is graxving In popular­ 
ity. It is cultivated Uke the beet and 
Is ready for use as a sort of substitute 
for asparagus within a few weeks 
after seeding. It l a c k s the richness of 
flavor of asparagus, but Is a good sub­ 
stitute while tile as|*iiragus plantation 
la getting ready to liear. 
The Ion*? 
stalks are served as asparagus or as 
creamed celery, and the leaves may lie 
cooked like spiiuL>*h. Lucullus Is thq 
choicest variety.

I 
was so desperate that I resolved to 
cheat and if I did not win the big pot 
ou tire table let the others see that I 
was cheating and get a bullet in my 
brain. 
When my hand was dealt me 
there were txvo kings in it. 
I drew* 
three tarda, one of them being a king. 
The card I had picked up off the floor 
was a king. 
I had given uj* an ace, 
so no one could bold four aces. 
The 
only hand to beat four kings xvas a 
royal flush, a pretty hard hand for 
any one to purposely make up while 
being watched. 
If I could get in my 
four kings I could save myself. 
But 
what would I do with the extra card? 
I was desj>erate, as I have said, and re­ 
solved to trust to luck to get rid of 
It without detection. 
A device oc­ 
curred to rue. Drinks were coming on. 
and, seeing some sandwiches on a 
counter waiting to be sent out to an­ 
other party. I called for one of them. 
As soon as I had secured it I uttered 
an exclamation 
and looked fixedly 
through the open doorway. 
Every 
man turned his bend, and I slipped my 
extra card into the sandwich. 
When 
the meii turned I xvas eating bread, 
meat and card altogether. 
I won the |>ot, but one of the party, 
looking at me fixedly, said, “Stranger, 
w hat d you see when you sang out 
so suddenly just now ?” 
My success gave me confidence, and 
I kejd my coolness, but I could think 
of nothing probable for a reply. 
”1 
thought I sa xx a frieud of rulue,” I re­ 
plied. “out there whom I supposed to 
be In Chicago.” 
“Are you sure you ain’t got a deck 
up your sleeve or somewhere.” 
“W hat do you mean?” I replied, bris­ 
tling. 
Rising. I shook my sleeves aud 
turned my pockets inside out, showing 
that no canl could be concealed on my 
person. 
Then, scooping up the pot, I 
said: 
‘•Gentlemen. I have been accused of 
cheating, and I will play no more. 
I 
am loser by alrout $75. so that I have 
a f»erfect right to quit.” 
Though I knew* my life hung in the 
balance, nothing could equal the re­ 
lief I felt as I turned squarely away 
and walked out of the house. 
They 
doubtless felt sure I had purposely di­ 
rected their attention from myself 
while I cheated, but I had not been 
detected, and the difference was the 
difference betxveen life and death. 
It would be Impossible to describe 
my feelings as I walked to my car. 
Horror, relief and so many other emo­ 
tions xvere mingled that I didn t know 
whether I xvalked. staggered or flew. 
When I reached my car I threw my­ 
self on my bunk and shook like a leaf 
In the wind. 
The crisis passed, I w*as sure never 
to be caught again. I was rapidly pro­ 
moted. became one of the principal offi­ 
cers of another road and have had a 
successful life.
